However, iarm gra¬ 
ins alone do not supply enoudi 
of ail the essential elements 
and supplements must Ire added 
for best results. Beef scrap is

primary importanotl and without 
which the body functions of the 
birds do nop take place norr mlly 

Skim milk provided to some 
of the birds at the station ir.it 
sufficient is not available so 
that all can Ire fed this highly 
nutritious supplement to the 
grain ration. Whenever skim 
milk is available the purchased 
protein supplement can be great 
ly reduced, lint it is question¬ 
able whether t should ever be 
entirely eliminated from the
